Vitamin D has been called the 
sunshine vitamin because sunshine 
is the principal source of this vita- 
min, Vitamin D was discovered at 
the end of the last war and this 
vitamin controls’ the amount of 
phosphates and calcium in the 
blood, so that whent a deficiency 
exists it is easy to see that the 
bones and teeth will be soft and 
easily deformed, 

In the early life of the child rick- 
ets may be the evidence of this Vit- 
amin D Meficiency and the child 
with bow legs, pigeon breast, and 
bad teeth presents a typical ex- 
ample. Rickets is curable if recog 
nized in its early stages and prop- 
erly treated. However, the admin- 
istration of this vitamin D is inad- 
visable unless in trained hands, or 
under the direction of a physician 

Rickets may be cured in child- 
hood without leaving any deformity 
og the bones. However, if it is per- 
mitted to progress into adolescence 
little or nothing can be done and 
the deformity may be permanent, 
The prevention of rickets may be

| of cod liver oil or halibut liver oil

The strange thing about Vitamin 


D is that more of it is absorbed 
through the skin than is taken by 
mouth and there are few foods 


which are considered to be a good 
source of this vitamin and no foods 
contain a sufficient amount requir: 
ed for the daily intake 

Children living in tenements or 
in over-crowded cities, or in eli- 
mates where there is little sunshine 
are prone to develop rickets and 
it is a disease that goes hand in 
hand with poverty. Treatment by 
the ultra violet ray through taking 
daily sunbaths is very effective and

Some dairies are now adding Vit 
amin D to milk and this is effective 
because of the high ecaleium and 
phosphate content of milk. Children 
are especially sensitive to overdoes 
of Vitamin D and great care should 
be exercised in administering it 
internally, especially in the concen- 


trated form. Overdosage over a 
long period of time its likely to 
cause kidney stones to form and 


also hardening of the walls of the 
arteries and other symptoms are 
likely to oceur which will disappear 
when the overdosage is stopped.
